FREE COIX- 


The Legislature of Mississippi, now 


in session at Jackson, has adopted a 
resolution with only one dissenting 
vote, in favor of the free coinage ol 
gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
independent of the action of any for- 
eign nation, and pledged the electoral 
vote of the State to the Presidential 
candidate who stands on an unequivo- 
cal free coinage platform. 


At the State election last November 


the successful candidates stood on a 
free coinage platform. The members 
of the Legislature then elected are 
now proving their loyalty to the silver 
cause. No goldbng, whether disguised 
as a Republican or a Democrat, has 
the remotest chance of being elected to 
any office in the State. The people are 
as true to the silver cause as the 
majority of the voters of Nevada, and 
the nine electoral votes of the State 
are assured to the free coinage candi- 
date for President. 


A STOP.M of black snow, which cov- 


ered the ground 
two inches deep, 


created a sensation in Chicago a few 
days ago. Pious people thought the 
fate of Sodom and Gomorrah was about 
to befall the city, but as the black 
snow fell eastward to Indiana and west- 
ward beyond the suburbs, their fears 
were allayed.
